roſe from the Dead: Whoſe Reſurrection was our 
Life, for he roſe again for our Juſtification, Rom. iv. 25, 
Holy Church, her Aim is in all theſe chief Days 
to repreſent as full as may be the very Buſineſs of the 
Day, and to put us into the ſame holy Affections that 
the Apoſtles and other Chriſtians were, when th 
were firſt done: She repreſents Chriſt born at Chriſt. 
mas, and would have us ſo affected that Day yearly, 
as the firſt Believers were at the firſt Tidings deliver'd 
by the Angel. So at his Paſſion ſhe would have 
us ſo affected with Sorrow as they were that ſtood by 
the Crols. And now at his Reſurrection, ſhe deſires 
ſo to repreſent it to us, as may put us into the ſame 
Rex;oicing that thoſe dejected Chriſtians were, when 
the Angel told them, He is not here, but ig riſen; Luke 


Xxiv. 6, Holy Church ſuppoſes us to have faſted and 


wept upon Good F 1 and the Day following. 
en away, according to that 
of ouf Saviour, The time ſball come that the Briflegroom 


Hall be taken away from them, then fhallthey faſt in thoſe 


Deys, . and now calls upon us fo weep no more, tor 
Chriſt is ni es, And that ſhe may keep time-alſo with 
the Hrit Tidings of the Refurraftipn, ſhe obſeryes the 
Angel's Direction to the Women, Mattheap Xxviii. 7, 
Lo quickly and gell his Diſciples that he is riſen. Suppo- 
ſing us as cager of the joyful News of Chriſt's Re- 
ſurrection, as they were, ſhe withholds not the Joys but 
immediately after Confeſſion and Abſolution, ſhe 
begins her Office with Chrift is riſen. | 
Ihe firſt Leſſon read on the e of this Day 
is Exodus X11, in which is mentioned the Inſtitution of

the Paſſover, proper for the Day, the Feaſt of the 
Paſſover: That as Chriſt this Day roſe from Death 
to Life, ſo by Chriſt, and the Virtue of his Reſurrect- 
ion, ſhall we be made alive, and riſe from Death to Life 
eternal, + Chriſt is therefore our true Paſſover, where - 
of the other was a Type. The Leſſon then is proper 
for the Day. So 1s the firſt Leſſon in the Evening 
Service, Exodus xiv, For it is concerning the 1/raelizes 
Deliverance out of Egypt, a Type of our Dehverance 
from Hell this Day by Chriſt's glorious Reſurrection, 
As that Day Iſrael! ſaw that great Work, which the 
Lord did upon Egypt, verſe 31. So this Day we ſee 
the great Conquelt over Hell and Death finiſhed, by 
Chriſt's triumphant Reſurrection from the Dead. 

The ſecond Leſſons are plain, and if we look well 
into the Pſalms for this Day, we ſhall find them very 
proper, The Epiſtle and Goſpel are likewiſe plain, 
and the Collect prays for Grace, to make that uſe of 
it which the Epiſtle directs, | 

Thus holy Church is careful to teach and inſtruſt 
all her Children in the Matter of the Feaſt, preaching 
Chriſt's Reſurrection to us, both in the Type and 
Propheſy, out of the Old Teſtament, and in the 
Hiſtory of it out of the New. And ſhe does not only 
teach us to know what God hath done for us this Day, 
but alſo ſhe is careful that we may do our Duty to God 
for this his marvellous Goodneſs, commanding and 
directing us to pray for Grace to do our Duty, preſcrib- 
ing us excellent Forms of adoting and bleſſing God for 
his Mercy this Day, ſuch Methods as the Holy Ghoſt 
hath ſet down, in which. we may be ſure to pray and 
praiſe God by the Spirit. ee 

For the Antiquity of this Feaſt, heaps of Teſtimo- 
nies might be brought, but theſe two following may 
ſuffice, St. Auguſtine, Epiltle 118; and Euſebrus in the 
Life of Conſtantine the Great, book 3d, chapter 17. 

The following Homily, or Sermon, is reprinted from

Bleſs'd morning, whoſe firſt dawning rays 
Beheld our riſing GOD; 
That ſaw him triumph o'er the duſt, 
And leave his laſt abode ! 


Ia the cold priſon of a tomb, 
The dead Redeemer lay 
Till the revolving ſkies had brought

1 Corinthians, 


1 Corinthians, xv. 20. But now is Chriſt riſen from 


the dead, and become the firſt fraits of them that flept. 1 


F ever at any time the greatneſs or excellency of 
any matter ſpiritual or temporal, hath ſtirred up 
your minds to give diligent ear (good Chriſtian Peo- 
ple, and well-beloved in our Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt) I doubt not but that I ſhall have you now at 


this preſent ſeaſon, moſt diligent and ready Hearers 


of the matter which I have at this time to open unto 
you. For 1 come to declare that great and moſt com- 
fortable Article of our Chriſtian Religion and Faith, 

the Reſurrection or our Lord Jeſus. So great ſurely 
is the matter of this Article, and of ſo great weight 
and importance, that it was thought worthy to keep 
our ſaid Saviour ſtill on Earth forty days 215 ter he was 
riſen from death to life, to the confirmation and eſta- 
bliſhment thereof in the hearts of his Diſciples. So that 


(as Luke clearly teſtifieth in the firſt Chapter of the As 


of the Apoſtles) he was converſant with his Diſciples 
by the ſpate of forty Days continyally together, to the 
intent he would in hig perſon, being now glorified, 

teach and inſtruct them, which ſhould be the teachers 
of other, fully and in moſt abſolute and perfect wiſe 
the truth of this moſt Chriſtian Article, which is the 
ground and foundation of our whole Religion, before 
he would aſcend up to his Father into the Heavens, 
there to receive the glory of his moſt triumphant 
Conqueſt and victory.  Afﬀuredly, fo highly com- 
fortable is this Article to our Conſciences, that it is 
eyen the very Lock and Key of all our Chriſtian Re- 
ligion and Raich 17 it were not true (ſaith the holy 
Aboftle Paul, 1 Corinthians 19.) that Chrift roſe again, 
then our preaching © were in vain, your Faith which you 
have received were but void, ye were yet in the danger of 
your fins, If Chriſt. be not riſen again (ſaith the Apoſtle) 
then are they in very evil caſe, and utterly periſhed, that be 
entered their ep in Chrift, they are we the moſt Mo 
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of all men, <which have our bope fixed in Chriſt, if he be 
yet under the power of death, and as yet not reflored to his 
bliſs again. But now he is riſen again from death (ſaith 
the Apoſtle Paul) to be the firſt-fruits of them that be 
aſleep, to the intent to raiſe them to everlaſting life again. 
Yea, if it were not true that Chriſt is riſen again, 
then were it neither true that he is aſcended up to 
Heaven, nor that he ſent down from Heaven unto 
us the Holy Ghoſt, nor that he ſitteth on the right 
hand. of his heavenly Father, having the rule of 
Heaven and Earth, reigning (as the 8 ſaith, 
Pialm 17.) from Sea to Sea, nor that he ſhould after 
this World, be the Judge as well of the living as of 
the dead, to give reward to the good, and judgment | 
to the evil. That theſe links therefore of our Faith 
ſhould all hang together in ſtedfaſt eſtabliſhment and 
confirmation, 1t pleaſed our Saviour not ſtraitway to 
withdraw himſelf from the bodily preſence and ſight 
of his Diſciples, but he choſe out forty days, wherein 
he would declare unto them, by manifold and moſt 
ſtrong arguments and tokens, that he had conquered 
Death, and that he was allo truly riſen again to life. 
He began (faith Lake, chapter 24th) at Moſes and 
all the Prophets, and expounded unto them the Pro- 
pheſies that were written in all the Scriptures of him, 
to the intent to confirm the truth of his Reſurrection, 
long before ſpoken of : which he verified indeed, as it 
is declared very apparently and manifeſtly, by his oft 
 appearanee to ſundry perſons at ſundry times. Firſt, 
he ſent his Angels to the Ky ay > who did ſhew unto 
certain women the empty Grave, ſaying that the burial 
linen remained therein. And by theſe ſigns were 
theſe women fully inſtructed, that he was 7. ain, 
and to did they teſtifie it openly. After this 1 
himſelf appeared to Mary Magdalen, and after that to 
certain other women, and ſtrait afterward he appear- 
ed to Peter, then to the two Diſciples, which were 
going to Emaus. He appeared to the Diſciples allo, 
as they were gathered together, for fear of the Fews, 
the door ſhut. At another time he was ſeen at the ſea 
of Tiberias of Peter ard Thomas, and of other _— 

ciples, 


ciples, when they were fiſhing. He was ſeen of more 
than five hundred brethren in the mount of Galilee, 
where Jeſus appointed them to be by his Angel, when 
he ſaid, Behold be ſball go before you into Galilee, there 


Hall ye ſee him, as he hath ſaid unto you. After this he 


red unto James, and laſt of all he was viſibly 
ſeen of all the Apoſtles, at ſuch time as he was taken 
up into Heaven. [Matthew 28, Jabn 20. 1 Cor. 15. 
Lutte 24. Jobs 21- Acts 1.] Thus at ſundry times 
he ſhewed himſelf after he was riſen again, to confirm 
and ſtabliſh this Article. And in theſe. revelations 
ſometime he ſhewed them his hands, his feet, and his 
ſide, and bade them touch him, that they ſhould not 
take him for a Ghoſt or a Spirit. Sometime he alſo did 
eat with them, but ever he was talking with them of 
the everlaſting Kingdom of God, to aſſure the truth 
of his Reſurrection. For then he opened their under- 
ſtanding, that they might perceive the Scriptures, 
and ſaid unto them, Thus it 15 written, and thus it be- 
hoved Chriſt to ſuffer, and to riſe from death the third day, 
and that there gal be preached openly in his name pardon 
and remiſſion of ſins to all the Nations of the World Luke24] 
Le fee. ( Chriſtian people) how neceſſary this 
Article of our Faith is, ſeeing it was proved of Chriſt 
himſelf by ſuch evident reaſons and tokens, . by ſo 
long time and ſpace. Now therefore as our Saviour 
was diligent for our comfort and inſtruction to de- 
clare it: fo let us be as ready in our belief to receive 
it to our comfort and inſtruction. As he died not 
for himſelf, no more did he riſe again for himſelf. He 
was dead (ſaith Saint Paul) for our fins, and roſe again 
for our juſtification, 1 Corinthians, 15. O moſt com- 
fortable word, evermore to be born in remembrance ! 
He died (faith he) to put away ſin, he roſe again to 
endow us with righteouſneſs. His death took away 
lin and malediction, his death was the ranſom of them 
both, his death deſtroyed death, and overcame the De- 
vil, which had the power of death in his ſubjection, his 
death deſtroyed Hell, with all the damnation thereof. 
Thus is death ſwallowed up by Chriſt's victory, thus 
is Hell ſpoiled for ever. If any man doubt of this 


victory, 
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victory, let Chriſt's glorious Reſurrection declare him 
the thing! If death could not keep Chriſt under his 


_ dominion! and power, but that he aroſe again,” it is 
manifeſt that his power was overcome. H death be 


conquered; then muſt it fallow that f@;" Wherefore 
death was appointed as the wages, muſt be alſo de- 
ſtroyed. If death and ſin be vaniſhed away, then is 
the Devils tyranny vaniſhed) which had the power of 
death, and was the author and brewer of ſin, and 
the ruler of hell. If Chriſt had the victory of them 
all by the power of his death, and openly proved it 
his moſt victorious and valiant reſurrection (as it 
was not poſſible for his great might to be ſubdued of 
them) and it is true, that Chriſt died for our ſins, 
and roſe again for our juſtification: Why may not 
we, that be his members by true F aith, rejoice, and 
boldly ſay with the Prophet Hoa and t he Apoſtle 
Paul, Where is thy dart, O death ? Where is thy victory, 
O Hell? Thanks he unto God, ſay they, which hath 


given us the victory by our Lord Feſus Chriſt: © 


This mighty conqueſt of his Reſurrection, was not 
only ſignified before by divers figures of the Old Teft- 
ament, as by Samſon when he ſlew the Lion, out of 
whoſe mouth came ſweetneſs and honey, and as Dævid 
bare his figure when he delivered the Lamb out of 
the Lions mouth, and when he overcame the great 
Giant Geliab, | 1 Samuel, 17] and as when Jonas was 
ſwallowed up in the Whalc's mouth. and cait up 
again on land alive: [Yeah 1] but was alſo moſt 
clearly propheſied by the Prophets of the Old Te- 
ſtament, and in the new alſo confirmed by the Apo- 
ſtles. He hath ſpoiled (ſaith Saint Paul) rule and power, 
and all the dominion of our ſpiritual exemies, Co!offrans 2. 
He hath made a few of them openly, avi hath 
triumphed over them in his on perſon. 'T his is the 
mighty power of the Lord, whom we believe on. By 
his death hath he wrought for vs this victory, and by 
his tcfurreEion hath he purchaſed everlaſting life and 
righteouſneſs for us. It had nor been enough to be 
delivered by his death from fin,” except by his 're- 
ſurrection we had been endowed with righteouſheſs. 
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And it ſhould not avail us to be delivered from death, 
except he had riſen again, to open for us the gates of 
Heaven, to enter into life everlaſting, And there- 
fore” St. Peter thanketh God the Father of our 


Lord Jeſus Chriſt for his abundant mercy, becauſe he 


hath begotten us (laith he), unto: a lively hope by 


the Reſurrection of Jeſus Chriſt from death, to enjoy 


an inheritance immortal, that never ſhall periſh; 
which is laid up in Heaven for them that be kept by 
the power of God through Faith, 1 Peter, 1. Thus 
hath his reſurrection wrought for us life and right- 
eouſneſs. He paſſed through death and hell, to the 
intent to put us in good hope, that by his ſtrength we 
ſnall do the ſame. He paid the ranſom of fin, chat ĩt 
ſnould not be laid to our charge. He deſtroyed the 
Devil and all his tyranny and openly triumphed over 
him, and took away from him all his caprives, and 
hath raiſed and ſet them with himſelf among the 
heavenly: Citizens above, Epbęſans 2. He died to 
deſtroy the rule of the Devil in us, and he roſe 
again, to ſend down his holy Spirit to rule in our 
hearts, to endow us with perfect righteouſneſs. Thus 


David ſung, Pſalm 85, Truth ſhall ſpring out of the 


carth, and rigbieouſneſs hath Tooked' down from heaven: 
The truth of God's gromiſe is in earth to man de- 
clared, or from the earth is the everlaſting» Verity 
God's Son riſen to life, and the true righteouſneſs of 
the Holy Ghoſt look ing out of heaven, and in moſt 
liberal largeſs dealt upon all the World. Thus is 
glory and praiſe rebounded upwards to God above, 
for his mercy and truth. And thus is peace come 
down from heaven to men of good and faithful hearts. 
Thus is mercy and truth, as David writeth, together met, 
this is peace and righteouſneſs embracing and kiſſing each 
other. If thou doubteſt of ſo great wealth and 
felicity that is wrought for thee, O man, call to thy 
mind that therefore haſt thou received into thine on 
poſſeſſion the everlaſting Verity our Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt, to conſirm to thy conſcience the truth of all 
this matter. Thou haſt received him, if in true 
faith and repentance of heart thou haſt received him: It 

in 
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in purpoſe of amendment, thou haſt received him for 
an everlaſting gage or pledge of thy ſalvation. Thou 
haſt received his body which was once broken, and his 
blood which was ſhed for the remiſſion of thy fin. 
Thou haſt received his body, to have within thee the 
Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, for to dwell 
with thee, to endow thee with grace, to ſtrengthen 
thee againſt thine enemies, and to comfort thee with their 
preſence. Thou haſt received his body to endow thee 
with everlaſting righteouſneſs, to aſſure thee of ever- 
laſting bliſs, and life of thy ſoul, For with Chrift 
by true Faith art thou quickned again (Faith St. Paul) 
from death of fin, to life of grace and in hope tran- 
flared from corporal and everlaſting death, to the 
everlaſting life of glory 1n heaven, where now thy 
converſation ſhould be, and thy heart and deſire ſer. 
Doubt not of the truth of this matter, how great and 
high ſoever theſe things be. It becometh God to do 
no {mall deeds, how impoſſible ſoever they ſcem to 
thee. Pray to God that thou mayeſt have Faith to 
perceive this great myſtery of Chriſt's Reſurrection : 
that by Faith thou mayeſt certainly believe nothing 
to be impoſſible with God. Only bring thou Faith ta 
Chriſt's holy Word and Sacrament. Let thy Repent- 
ance ſhew Faith, let thy purpoſe of amendment 
and — — of thy heart to God's law, © hereafter 
declare thy true belief. Endeavour thyſelf to ſay 
with St. Paul, Philippians 3, From henceforth our con- 
ver ſation is in beaven, from whence we look for a Saviour, 
even the Lord Jeſus Chriſt; who ſhall change our vile 
bodies, that they may be faſhioned like his glerious body, 
which ze fhall do by the ſame power whereby he roſe 
from death, and whereby be fhall be able to ſubdue all 
things unto himſelf. Thus (good Chriſtian People) 
foraſmuch as ye have heard theſe ſo great and excel- 
lent benefits of Chriſt's mighty and glorious Re- 
ſurrection, as how that he hath ranſomed Sin, over- 
come the Devil, Death, and Hell, and hath victo- 
riouſly gotten the better hand of them all, to make 
us free and ſafe from them, and knowing that we be 
by this benefit of his Reſurrection riſen with him by 
our

pur Faith, unto life everlaſting, being in full ſurety 
of our hope, that we ſhall have our bodies likewiſe raiſed 
again from death, to have them glorified in immorta- 
-lity, and joyned to his glorious body, having in the 
mean while his holy Spirit within our hearts as a ſeal 
and pledge of our everlaſting inheritance. By whoſe 
aſſiſtance we be repleniſhed with all righteouſneſs, by 
whoſe power we ſhall be able to fubdue all our evil 
affections, riſing againſt the pleaſure of God. Theſe 
things, I ſay, well conſidered, let us now in the reſt 
of our life declare our Faith that we have in this moſt 
fruitful Article, by framing ourſelves thereunto, in 
rifing daily from ſin to righteouſneſs and holineſs of 
life. For what ſball it avail us (faith St, Peter) to be 
eſcaped and delivered from the filthineſs of the World, 
through the knowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt, if we be entanpled again therewith, and be 
overcome again? Certainly it bad been better (faith he) 
never to have known the way of righteouſneſs, then 
after it is known and received, to turn back again from 
the holy Commandment of God given unto us. For 
fo fball the Proverb have place in us, where it is ſaid, 
The Dog is returned to his vomit again, and the Sow 
that was waſhed, te her wwallowing in the mire again. 
What a ſhame were it for us, being thus ſo clearly 
and freely waſhed from our fin, to return to the 
filthineſs thereof again ? What a folly were it, thus 
endowed with righteouſneſs, to loſe it again? What 
madneſs were it to loſe the inheritance that we be 
now ſet in, for the vile and tranſitory pleaſure of ſin ? 
And what an unkindneſs ſhould it bez where our 
Saviour Chriſt of his mercy is come to us, to dwell 
with us as our Gueſt, to drive him from us, and to 
baniſh him violently out of our ſouls, and inſtead of 
him in whom is all grace and virtue, to receive the 
ungracious ſpirit of the Devil the founder of all 
naughtineſs and miſchief. How can we find in our 
hearts to ſhew ſuch extreme unkindneſs to Chriſt, 
which hath now ſo gently called us to mercy, and 
offered himſelf unto us, and he now entered within 
us? Yea, how dare we be fo bold to renounce the 

preſence 
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preſence of the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt? 

(For where one is, there is God all whole in Majeſty, 
together with all his power, wiſdom, and goodneſs) 
and fear not, I ſay, the danger and peril of ſo traiterous 
a defiance and departure? Good Chriſtian brethren and 
ſiſters, adviſe yourſelves, conſider the dignity that ye 
be now ſet in, let no Folly loſe the thing that Grace 
hath ſo preciouſly offered and purchaſed, let not 
wilfulneſs and blindneſs put out ſo great light that is 
now ſhewed unto you. Only take good hearts unto 
you, and put upon you all the Armour of God, that ye 
may ſtand againſt your enemies, which would again 
ſubdue you, and bring you into their thraldom. 

Remember ye be bought from your vain converſation, 
and that your freedom is. purchaſed neither with gold 

nor ſilver, but with the price of the precious blood 
of that innocent Lamb Jeſus Chriſt, who was ordain- 
ed to the ſame purpoſe before the World was made. 

But he was ſo declared in the latter time of grace, for 
your ſakes which by him have your Faith in God, 
who hath raiſed him from death, 'and hath given him 
glory, that you ſhould have your faith and hope to- 
wards God. Therefore as you have hitherto followed 
the vain luſts of your minds, and ſo diſpleaſed God, 
ro the danger of your ſouls: So now, like obedient 
children thus purified by faith, give yourſelves to 
walk that way which God moveth you to, that ye may 

receive the end of your faith, the ſalvation of your 
iouls. And as you have given your bodies to un- 

righteouſneſs, to ſin after ſin, ſo now give yourſelves 

to- righteouſneſs, to be ſanctified therein. If ye de- 
light in this Article of our faith, that Chriſt is riſen 

again from death to life: then follow you the 

example of his Reſurrection, as St. Paul exhorteth 
us, ſaying, As we be buried with Chriſt by our 
Baptiſm into death, ſo let us daily die to fin, mor- 
titying and killing the evil deſires and motions there- 
of. -Romans 6. And as Chriſt was raiſed up from 
death by the glory of the Father, ſo let us riſe to a 
new life, and walk continually therein, that we may 
likewiſe as nature! children live a converſation to 


Move 


move men to glorify our Father which is in Heaven. 
Matthew 5. If we then be riſen with Chriſt by our 
faith to the hope of everlaſting life: let us riſe allo, 
with Chriſt, after his example, to a new life, and 
leave our old: We ſhall then be truly riſen, if we 


ſeek for things that be heavenly, if we have our 


affection on things that be above, and not on things 


that be on the earth; If ye deſire to know what 


theſe earthly things be which ye ſhould put off, and 
what be the heavenly things above, that ye ſhould 


teek and enſue, Saint Paul in the Epiſtle to the Coloſſ- 
ians, zd chapter, declareth, when he exhorteth us 


thus: Mortify your earthly members, and old affettion 
of fin, as fornication, unclearneſs, unnatural luſt, evil 
concupiſcence, and - covetouſneſs,' which is worſhipping of 
Idols for the which things, the wrath of God is wont to 
fall on the children of unbelief, in which things once ye 
walked, whon ye lived in them. But now put ye alſo 
away from you, wrath, fterceneſs, maliciouſneſs, curſed 
ſpeaking, filthy ſpeaking, out of your mouths. Lie not 
one to another, that the old man with his works be put 
off, and the new be put on. Theſe be the earthly 
things which Saint Paul moved you to caſt from you, 
and to yon your hearts from them. For in follow- 
ing theſe, ye declare your ſelves earthly and worldly. 
Theſe be the fruits of the earthly Adam. Theſe 
thould you daily kill, by good diligence, in with- 
ſtanding the deſires of them, that ye might riſe to 
righteouſneſs. Let your affection from henceforth 
be ſet on heavenly things, ſue and ſearch for mercy, 
kindneſs, meeknelſs, patience, forbearing one another, 
and forgiving one another. If any man have a quar- 
rel to another as Chriſt forgave you, even fo do ye. 
If theſe and ſuch other heavenly virtues ye enfue in 
the reſidue of your life, ye ſhall ſhew plainly that 
ye be riſen with Chriſt, and that ye be the heavenly 
children of your Father in Heaven; from whom, 
as from the giver, cometh theſe graces and gifts, 
James 3. Ye ſhall prove by this manner, that your 
converſation is in Heaven, where your hope is: and not 
on Earth, following the beaſtly appetites of the fleſh, 
Philippians 3. Ye muſt conſider that ye be therefore 
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cleanſed and renewed, that ye ſhould from henceforth 
{ſerve God in holineſs and righteouſneſs all the days of 
your lives, that ye may reign with him in everlaſtin 

lite. If ye refuſe ſo great grace, whereto ye be call- 
ed, what other thing do ye, than heap to you dam- 
nation more and more, and fo provoke God to caſt 
his diſpleaſure upon you, and to revenge this mock- 


age of his holy Sacraments in fo great abuſing of 


them ? Apply yourſelves (good Friends) to live in 
Chriſt, that Chriſt may ſtill live in you, whoſe fa- 
vour and aſſiſtance, if ye have, then have ye ever- 
laſting life already within you, then can nothing hurt 
you, John 5. Whatloever is hitherto done and com- 
mitted, Chriſt ye ſee hath offered you pardon, and 
clearly received you to his favour again, in full 
{ſurety whercot ye have him now inhabiting and dwell- 
ing within you. Only ſhew yourſelves thankful in 
your lives, determine with yourſelves to refuſe and 
avoid all ſuch things in your converſations as ſhould 
offend his eyes of mercy. Endeavour yourſelves 
that way to riſe up again, which way ye fell into the 


well or pit of ſin. If by your tongue you have 


offended, now thereby riſe again, and glorify God 
therewith, accuſtom it to laud and praiſe the name of 
God, as ye have therewith diſhonoured it. And as 
ye have hurt the name of your Neighbour, or other- 
wile hindred him, ſo now intend to reſtore it to him 
again. For without reſtitution, God accepteth not 


your confeſſion, nor yet your repentance. It is not 


enough to forſake evil, except you ſet your courage 
to do good. By what occaſion ſoever you have 
offended, turn now the occaſion to the honouring of 
God, and profit of your Neighbour, Truth it is 
that fin is itrong, and anections unruly. Hard it is 
to ſubdue and reſiſt our nature, ſo corrupt and leaven- 
ed with the ſowre bitterneſs ot the potion which we 
received by the inheritance of our old Father Adam. 
But yet take good courage, faith our Saviour Chriſt, 


for I have overcome the world, and all other enemies 


tor you, Matthew 6. Sin ſhall not have power over 
vou, for ye be now under grace, faith Saint Paul, 
Komans 6- Though your power be weak, yet Chrilt

is riſen again to ſtrengthen you in your bartle, his 
holy ſpirit ſhall help your infirmities. In truſt of his 
mercy, take you in hand to purge this old leaven of 
lin, that corrupteth and ſowreth the ſweetneſs of dur 
life before God ; that ye may be as new and freſh 
dough, void of all ſowre leaven of wickedneſs; ſo 
ſhall ye ſhew yourſelves to be ſweet bread to God, 
that he may have his delight in you. 1 Corinthians 5. 
I ſay, kill and offer you up the worldly and earthly 
affections of your bodies. For Chriſt our Eaſter 
Lamb is offered up for us, to ſlay the power of fin, 
to deliver us from the danger thereof, and to give us 
example to die to fin in our lives. As the Jews did 
eat their Eaſter Lamb, and keep their Feaſt in re- 
membrance of their deliverance out of Egypt ; Even 
lo let us keep our Eaſter Feaſt in. the thankful re- 
membrance of Chriſts benefits, which he hath plen- 
tifully wrought for us by his Reſurection and paſſing 
to his Father, whereby we are delivered from the 
captivity and thraldom of all our enemies. Let us 
in like manner paſs over the affections of our old 
converſation, that we may be delivered from the 
bondage ther-ot, and riſe with Chriſt. The Jews kept 
their Feaſt in abſtaining from leavened bread, by the 
ſpace of ſeven days. Exodus 7. Let us Chriſtian 
folk keep our Holy day in ſpiritual manner; that is, 
in abſtaining, not from material leavened bread, but 
from the old lcaven of ſin, the leaven of maliciouineſs 
and wickedneſs. Let us caſt from us the leaven of 
corrupt doctrine, that will infect our fouls, Let us 
keep our Feaſt the whole term of our life, with eating 
the bread of pureneſs of godly life, and truth of 
Chriſt's doctrine. Thus ſhall we declare that Chriſt's 
gifts and graces have their effect in us, and that we 
have the right belief and knowledge ot his holy Re- 
ſurrection: Where truly, if We apply our faith to the 
vertue thereof in our life, and conform us to the ex- 
ample and fignification meant thereby, we ſhall be ture 
to riſe hereaiter to everlaſting glory, by the goodneſs 
ani mercy of our Lord Jetus Chrit : o whom 
with the Father and the Holy Gholt, be all glory. 
thankſgiv.ng, and praiſe, world withe if en 6 
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VUnto-CHRIST our heav'nly king, Hallelujah 
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ESUS CHRIS I is riſen to day, Hallelujab, 
Our triomphant holy day, Hallelujab, 
Who ſo lately on the croſs, Halleluj ab, 
Suffer'd to redeem our lots, Hallelujah.
